where block after block has been 
peautified. It is spreading to the 


country where enterprising men have 
‘planted shelter-belts for the protec- 
€ion and beautification of their homes. 
There is in every community a pion- 
eer shelter belt and improvement that 
points the way and demonstrates that 
it can fbe done. In fact, it is being re- 
alized that a man is justified in 
Bpending as much money in furnish- 
ing the outdoor living room as he does 
-on the living room inside the house, 
or in other words, “it is not a home 
until it is planted.” 

One of the real reasons why little 
planting has been done is because 
most people do not know where or 
how to begin, what to plant or where 
to plant. It is with the idea of meet- 
ing this situation that this leaflet is 
prepared. 

How to Begin 

The first thing to do is to decide in 
yyour own mind what you would like. 
Next put this down on paper. Better 
still, make a drawing to scale. Make it 
on good paper so that it will stand 
usage and be available untill all the 
PiantIng is done. This is not neces- 
ary for a single house and lot in 
town, but it is always advisable for qa 
farm layout. Here plans should be 
drawn to take in the shelter belts 
about the farm buldings as well as the 
‘dwelling house. lawns, shrubbery and 
driveways. This gives a complete plan 
of all the planting, and will save mis- 
takes being made. It is not neces- 
sary to do all the planting at one 
time as it can be spread over a num- 
foher of years. The first season outline 
plantings can be made in only a part, 
if not the whole, to be thickened up 
by later plantings. The first plantings 
may be in disconnected patches, to 
be joined up later according to the 
plan. There are no set hard and fast 
Tules. Begin and end where you 
like, always proyided you keep to your 
plan, so that no; missteps will be 
made, and when all the planting is 
done it will be one completed whole.

Where to Begin 


The lawn is usually the first point 
of attack as far as the immediate sur- 
roundings of the house is concerned, 
because it is the foundation of all the 
planting about the house. Look to lev- 
els, paths and driveways. Take pains 
to have it right, as there is nothing 
that will set off a house so much as 
a good lawn, well laid and well kept. 
Whether one plants trees and shrubs 
or not, a good lawn is possible for ev- 
ery one. Remember it is going down 
for many, many years—make it right 
so that you won't have to apologize 
for it to everyone who sees it. Once 
the levels of the lawn are made up 
planting can begin. Some will begin 
with the shelter-belts, or the shrub- 
bery if the lawn is ready. 

Where to Plant 
The old plan was to plant in groups 


all over the lawn. The new fashion 
today is to carry the trees and shrubs 
to the borders of the lawn. Keep the 
centr?s open. This sets limits or 
bounds to the home picture, i.e, 
makes a frame for it. Plant the taller 
trees on the outside with small grow- 
ing ones inside, then taller shrubs, 
the smaller ones, then the flowers. 
Ths gives a curving line from the 
horizontal of the ground to the per- 
pendicular of the trees, and brings out 
the best picture effect. 

Next, plant shrubs and flowers at 
the sides of the gateway and at prom- 
nent curves in the walks and drives. 
A curve is always justified by plant- 
ing a shrub, or group of them, so as 
to make it look though the path curv- 
ed to avoid running into the shrub or 
group. 

Plantings ground the house are cal- 
led foundation: plantings ibecause they 
are next to the foundations of the 
housé, and are said to “tie the house 
to the ground.” Suitable places are 
at either side of the’ front steps, ‘the 
corners and angles of the house and 
veranda. The taller shrubs should be 
placed between the windows and the 
lower ones under them. Avoid 
straight lines by allowing the plant- 
lings to swell out at the corners, thus 
making an irregular line with capes 
and bays. The same idea applies to 
the plantings inside the borders. 
Avoid straight rows or lines. The 
shrubs should be planted at least 
three feet away from the house, bet- 
ter four feet. They should be about 
the same distances apart—three feet 
for the smaller ones that do not 
spread out very much, and four to 
five feet apart for the bigger growing 
ones. The usual planting is too close 
when the shrubs get to be two years 
or more old. Planting so far apart 
gives the effect of bareness for a few 
years. Fill up the ‘blanks with tall 
growing perennials, that can be tak- 
en out in a few years when the shrubs 
need the room. They are less expens- 
ive than the shrubs. Once the shrubs 
are crowded it is difficult, if not im- 
possible, to remove them without 
spoiling the effect. 

Grow vines on the house and veran- 
da. These have a softening effect and 
lend a beauty all their own. The vir- 
ginia creeper is hardy, and the beau- 
tiful tints which the leaves take on 
in the fall with a touch of frost have 
a special charm all their own. Any- 
one can have then. Then .there: are 
several members of the clematis fam- 
ily that are hardy, and they, too, have 
qualities all their own. They are har- 
dy and anyone can have them. These 
perennial vines have an advantage 
over hops and other annuas in that 
once started on aq trellis they are 
there to stay. 

Conceal unsightly objects with 
from across the street or the road. 
; Vines and shrubs. Study your place 
Get the viewpoint of the other fellow. 
Look at your place with the eyes of 
your neighbor. You are familiar with 
it from looking at it from the inside. 
Study it from the outside. You are 
making a picture for the other fellow 
to look at, and cannot plan it from 
your own window or-veranda.. If you 
criticize your place honestly you will 
find that there are certain buildings 
and views that can be well shut out 
of the scene by planting shrubs to 
hide them or by growing vines on

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them, or if far enough back they can 
be screened by trees. 

When choosing material to plant 
plan to have a change of interest in 
the tree and shrubs. This can be 
done by studying the coior contrasts 
of the bark, leaf, bloom and fruit of 
the various plants used. Do not for- 
get winter contrasts. The red bark 
of the dogwood, the white bark of the 
birch and the green of the spruce 
and pine are worth striving for. Plan 
to have a succession of bloom, fruit, 
etc., so that there is always some- 
thing of interest in the plantings. 

In conclusion, if these suggestions 
are followed, you will be astonished 
at how rapidy the trees and shrubs 
will grow and how quickly your place 
will take on a different appearance. 
Best of all you will be able to take 
full enjoyment out of it knowing that 
you have made g real contribution to 
the family and community, one which 
will live after you and (bie enjoyed by 
generations yet unborn.

It is heing said throughout’ the 
world today that we are suffering 
from over-production. Farmers in our 
Prairie Provinces finding ‘prices for 
their grain dropping below the mar- 
gin whereby they could obtain a lit- 
tle profit in its production, sought 
other sources of obtaining the elusive 
dollar. The cow was recruited from 
her time-honored occupation of sup- 
plying the cream, milk arid butter for 
the household consumption into a 
machine producing cream cheques. 
Her offspring, the docile and tooth- 
some steer, instead of passing an un- 
eventful life in the pasture awaiting 
the time when he would take his 
place in the family larder, now finds 
himsef pushed most unceremonious- 
ly into a vehicle smelling suspicious- 
ly like Turner Valley. This being done 
without consideration to either his 
comfort or dignity—another sacrifice 
to the almighty dollar. The  barn- 
yard hen, who scratched and laid as 
the spirit moved her, has now been 
superceded by some modern fowl 
which takes a R.O.P. course at the 
Expermental Farm in much the same 
manner as our professional men take 
their degree at college. Eggs which 
at one time were rustied out of the 
horse stall and straw pile and trans- 
ferred to the ‘kitchen to undergo some 
mysterious culinary process which 
brought them out as cakes, custards, 
or just plain boiled, are now a thing 
of the past. Trap nests inspected 
hourly and the contents transferred 
to crates in uniform dozens and gship- 
ped to the city, leave nothing but a 
memory, unless one considers. the 


neat rows of figures that are the rel-|-* 


ics of former eggs that have gone the 
same way. 

Now, table slops, thrown out of the 
back -door, have been considered a 
most unsanitary way of disposing of 
refuse. Not only does it make the 
yard untidy, but it tends to harbor 
flies and develop odors, both of which 
are unpleasant. What is more con- 
venient than to keep a sow that will 
not only dispose of the slops but will 
keep g steady supply of pork on the 
table. Now this has stopped. Porker 
must be the foundation of a bacon 
factory whereby the grain can be 
manufactured into rashers and event- 
ually cash, without the formality of 
visiting an elevator. 

Now where the puzzle comes in is 
here. The farmer stops consuming 


his own produce in order that he can | 


have the capital to produce more. 
Now, if he does not consume it, or at 
least part of it, how can he expect the 
other fellow to? Admitted he has to 
sell in order to haye funds for gro- 
ceries, takes, and clothing, besides 
the upkeep and replacement of ma- 
chinery, wages, etc. At the same 
time the market being glutted with 
this produce already, the prices he 
receives do not realize sufficient to 
Meet these dues. It is suggested that 
if the farmers as a whole would con- 
sume their own produce normally and 
without stinting themselves, it would 
so help the market to the extent that. 
what they did ship would realize as 
much in cash as they do now by ship- 
ping almost all of their product and 
denying themselves of the fruits of 
their labor,

IS GASOLINE A LUXURY? 

Is gasoline a luxury? The rate of 
taxation against it would seem to in- 
dicate that the fuel which goes into 
a farm truck, ,a highway transport 
vehicle, a salesman’s automobile or 
the private car of the Canadian fam- 
ily is a luxury on which it is justifi- 
able to levy taxation at a rate in ex- 
cess of the rate levied against a suit 
of clothes made by the most expen- 
sive tailor in Canada in the late 
years of the war. That, if this auth- 
or remembers correcty, was ten per 
cent on the value of the suit over 


$60, or perhaps it was $50. But gaso- 
line is taxed at the rate of 25 per cent 
or thereabouts. 


When you and I were young, the 
goods we got from the mail order 
house probably were brought to our 
front door in a wagon drawn by a 
horse or horses. Taxation was not so 
heavy in those days. Perhaps govern- 
ments were not so hard pressed. 
Their ideas—and our ideas—were not 
so big in the way of government ser- 
vice to the public, but there were no 
suggestions that horse feed be taxed, 
or that there be an excise levy on the 
wagon. But today, motor vehicles 
are subject to an excise tax. There is 
a registration fee for motor vehicles 
which never has been applied to horse 
drawn vehicles (if cabs for hire be 
excepted) and there is in every proyv- 
ince a gasoline tax which is approxi- 
mately 25 per cent of the retail cost 
of gasoline. Except for the Sunday 
jaunt for pleasure, gasoline today is 
just as much a necessity as horse 
feed was 25 years ago. 

Gasoline is an item of essential 
expense in many a business; an ex- 
cessive gasoline tax will add to the 
cost of distribution. Reducing the 
cost of distribution is one of the prob- 
lems which modern business is at- 
tempting to solve, and taxation is one 
of the probable reasons that t he cost 
of distribution does not come down. 

Most of the gasoline used in Can- 
ada is produced at Canadian refiner- 
ies and the refineries collect the tax 
for the governments. There is, how- 
ever, a considerable quantity of gaso- 
line imported, and, it is conceivable 
that there could be evasion, so far as 
gasoline is concerned, if the height 
of the tax makes the temptation suf- 
ficient—Grande Prairie Herald.

The annual piano and violin recital 
by students of Mr. Gerard D, Van 
Stockum took place Wednesday, June 
29th, in the ball room of the Driard 
Hotel, 

It is a Matter of great datiataction 
to observe that notwithstanding the 
high classical character of these re- 
citals, on each occasion a larger audi- 
ence ig present, and that a large num- 
ber of intellectuals from the sur- 
rounding Country, beside those of We- 
taskiwin filled the house to capacity. 


The opening numer was the favor- 
ite Faust March, played by Marian 
Manley, and a Spring Song by Merkel, 
performed by Ethel Parker. 

Bernard Parker, Cecil Bridgeman. 
Hartford Cantelon rendered their vio- 
lin numbers acceptably with a good 
tone. These three boys were each 
very capably accompanied on the 
piano by their respective young sis- 
ters. Jean Bridgeman and Betty Can- 
telon also played a solo piano num- 
ber, both showing considerable poise 
and ‘ability. 

“The Mill in the Forest,” by BHilen- 
berg, as a piano duet performed by 
Hartford and Betty Cantelon, brought 
forth a prolonged applause from. the 
audience.

phrasing and shading and consider- 
able technical accomplishment. 
Jackie Shillabeer accompanied Alex 
Lasell to his violin number, Stephanie 
gavotte, faultlessly at the piano, a 
most ynusua] feat for so young a per- 
former. His solo, Fantasia, by Han- 


.{del,.was also much appretiated. 


A very successful and appreciated 
number was Hejre Kati, for violin, by 
Alexander Lasell, interestingly ac- 
companied at the piano by Mr. Van 
Stockum. There are some very diffi- 
cult passages in this number which 
this youthful performer seemed to 
overcome Without difficulty. 

Miss Kathleen Orr’s appearance as 
A.L.C.M. has been eagerly anticipat- 
ed, and proved to be no disappoint- 
ment, on the contrary, surpassed ex- 
pectations. Beethoven's Moonlight 
Sonata is a severe test both artistic- 
ally and technically. In’ the first 
movement (slow) she proved to pos- 
sess the delicate feeling “necessary 
for the dramatic melody, while in the 
last movement she proved to pios- 
sess all the requisitions to express the 
character presto agitato con  pas- 
sione, The difficult Liszt number, 
“Liebestraume,” was rendered with 
equal skill. A pleasant surprise was 
her own composition, a gavotte in G, 
showing the fruit of her studies in 
theoretical music and harmony with 
Mr. Van Stockum. The gavotte con- 
tains a charming main theme in an- 
tique style, an interesting middle sec- 
tion and a ponderous bass melody in 
the: last theme. Miss Orr-is to’ be 
congratulated upon her achievement. 
She was heartily applauded and was 
the recipient of a fine bouquet of 
roses and Carnations. As encore num- 
her she Played Valse Arabesque ‘by 
iChaminade. 

An interesting feature was two 
numbers for two pianos. “Wedding 
Day” by Grieg, played by Miss Kath- 
leen Orr and Bstor Somers, and Percy 
Grainger’s “Over the Hills,” by 
Violet Parker and Mr. Van Stockum. 
Mr. Graingers’ piece has some beauti- 
ful themes, but the ultra modern de- 
velopment of some of them and some 
other capriciously odd  characteris- 
tics, make this piece difficult to unr 
derstand to the ordinary audience. It 
must be heard quite frequently to be 
appreciated.

Then there should be a 
market list for the second day. 

Market List for Second Day 

1 pound cottage cheese, 2 loaves 
bread, 1 pound ham, % pound veal % 
pound pork, 1+*green pepper, 1 small 
can diced pineapple, 4% dozen ban- 
anas, 1 pound potato chips, 1 pound 
green beans, 2 bunches spring onions, 
jelly roll (order from baker). — 

Second Day 

Breakfast—Fruit in season (in re- 
frigerator), Pep Bran Flakes, (in cup- 
board), soft cooked eggs (drop eggs 
into boiling water; turn heat off and 
allow eggs to stand for about five 
minutes), toast, butter, milk, coffee. 

Luncheon—Fruit salad (use left- 
over strawberries, pineapple and slic- 
ed ‘hvananas), cottage cheese, potato 
chips, bread, butter, milk. 

Dinner — Ham loaf (make during 
day and chill before dinner time— 
recipe attached), new potatoes (cook 
with jackets on), green beans (wesh 
thoroughly, string and cook until ten- 
der—add_ butter and seasonings), 
green onions, bread, butter jelly roll, 
milk, coffee. 

Ham loaf—1 pound smoked ham 
(ground), % pound lean pork 
(ground), 4% pound veal (ground), 1% 
teaspoons salt, 2 tablespoons chop- 
ped green pepper, 2 eggs (beaten 
slightly), 1 cup milk, 2 cups corn flake 
crumbs. 

Combine all Sngredients thoroughly. 
Fill a long narrow cloth bag with the 
mixture and boil one hour. This can 
be baked in loaf pan. in a moderate 
Oven (350 deg. F.) one hour, 

Yield: 8 servings.

300 ALBERTA FARM LADS 
WILL RAISE REGISTERED SEED 


indicative of the great incentive 
that has been given junior farmers 
of the province to grow better crops 
through the lessons learned in 
junior crop competitions, is the fact 
that many of the 1,075 farm boys 
engaged in such work are this sea- 
son raising registered seed. All sowed 
the purest seed available. ; 

According to E. L. Gray, pro- 
vincial field crops commissioner, 300 
of these boys have requested the 
dominion seed branch to provide 
field inspection for registration. To 
win certificates for the seed they 
grow, the field of each junior 
farmer must pass rigorous field in- 
spections for purity of variety and 
freedom from noxious weeds, and 
later bin inspection of the grain is 
required before the government seal 
is attached. 

Five groups of clubs have been 
organized through the province to 
embrace 25 wheat clubs with 378 
raise field crops during 1932. These 
members, 10 oat clubs with 271 boys 
enrolled, 5 barley clubs with 36 
members, 23 alfalfa clubs with a 
total of 376 members and one group 
of 14 boys raising Gehu corn in 
Lethjbridge district, total 64 clubs. 

Grimm alfalfa is being raised by 
the 10 clubs that began growing a 
crop largely new to their northern 
districts last season and by 13 new 
groups that have started the two- 
year experiment. These range from 
Alliance to Athabaska and St. Paul 
to Provost. 

The wheat clubs are growing Mar- 
quis and Reward varieties, the oat 
clubs Victory, and (barley groups 
OAC 21 and Trebi varieties. 

All these junior clubs under local 
sponsorship will hold field days 
during July and August. In some 
districts several clubs plan to com- 
bine in staging a field day at 
dominion experimental farms ior 
provincial farms. 


. THE EMPIRE AT OTTAWA: 


A party of Jews and Arabs went 
down yesterday from Jerusalem. They 
are on their way to Ottawa. They are 
orange growers, from that strip of 
green country which makes an oasis 
across the ancient country of the Phil- 
istines. They will come down on the 
military railway that the British built 
in the Palestine campaign of the 
Great War, alongside the old caravan 
route out of Syria and Judea down 
to Egypt, where the Children of Is- 
rael once passed in ther flight’ from 
the tyranny and the servitude of the 
Pharaoh. They are coming to Ottawa, 
to sell Jaffa oranges to the Empire, 
perhaps, and certainly to tell the Em- 
pire that the Jaffa orange is the best 
in the world. 

What a touch of color it lends to 
the preparations for the Ottawa Con- 
ference, this latest pilgrimage out of! 
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the Holy Land! Jews and Arabs are 
coming, those ancient and modern 
enemies, reconciled in this imaginat- 
ive project of a larger trade and com- 
munication between the diverse peo- 
ples who, in greater and lesser degree 
profess a common interest in the des- 
tiny of the British Commonwealth. 
President de Valera, fresh from his 
alerums and excursions about the 
Oath of Allegiance, is seriously con- 
sidering whether he had better not 
come to Ottawa himself. Merchants of 
spices and cotton are coming from 
Inda, and tea planters from Ceylon. 
There will be men there from Kenya 
and Uganda, rubbing shoulders with 
the official delegates of Australia and 
New Zealand and South Africa. All 
roads of the Empire, all trade routes! 
of the Seven Seas, lead these days to 
the capital of Canada, where the Ot- 
tawa runs down to the mother of Can- 
adian waters.—Vancouver Province.

aaueene memeoeneeerenet 
ALBERTA CO-OPERATIVES SOUND 
PREMIER BROWNLEE CLAIMS 


Such good progress is being made 
by cooperative enterprises as the 
Alberta Wheat Pool and the three 
dairy pools which were assisted by 
the province that the government will 
soon be in a position to laugh at their 
critics who predicted heavy loss, Hon. 
J. E. Brownlee, premier of Alberta, 
informed a U.F.A. meeting Thursday. 

The wheat pool had handled 
40,000,000 bushels of grain and 
had improved the position of the 
elevator assets by $3,000,000 so there 
was no danger of the province los- 
ing one cent. Nor would a single 
dollar be lost through the provincial 
guarantees to the three dairy pools, 
said the premier. 

It was the annual convention of 
the Clover Bar Provincial Con- 
stituency U.F.A. association and there 
were 19 accredited delegates present. 

Premier Brownlee spoke for over 
an hour, reviewing the problems of 
government. In times of depression 
people were apt to be confused in 
their thinking with regard to things 
political, he said, and he took time to 
answer criticisms of his government 
such as had been made in the most 
strenuous session of the legislature 
recently. 

He reminded them that provincial 
governments could not make mone- 
tary reforms, regulate the banks, 
issue scrip, regulate trade and com- 
merce or control tariffs. He then 
turned to treat what lay within 
the government's power, efforts to 
preserve provincial standards of 
iving, yet cut costs of services and 
balance the budget in the face of 
rapidly diminishing revenues with- 
out greatly increasing public bor- 
rowings when several money  mar- 
kets were closed. 

The premier stated that the float- 
ing of the domestic loan during 
the session and of the recent British 
loan had in the light of present 
conditions. proved the wisdom of 
the government’s action which kept 
the province out of financial wor- 
ries. It did not remove the need of 
continued economy, he added.

justment act, since taken as a pat- 
tern [py Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan, the premier expressed himself 
as more pleased with what he had 
accomplished through it than in 
the sale of the railways, which was 
lauded, as was the securing of the 
transfer of the natural resources.

Trading on ‘his class 
is decidedly slow and prices showing 
a weaker tone. The better grades of 
strictly grain fed cattle are still mov- 
ing fairly readily at about steady and 
unchanged values. The following are 
the prices which are based on grain 
fed cattle. Grass cattle of the same 
class are about 50¢ lower. 

Bulk of good fed calves quoted at 
$4.75 to $5.00; fair to medium $4.00 
to $4.50. Good to choice butcher 
steers $4.50 to $5.00; mediums $3.75 
to $4.25; fair kinds $3.00 to $3.50 and 
common undesirable kinds down to 
$2.00. Good handyweight butcher 
heifers $4.25 to $4.50; mediums $3.75 
to $4.00; good heavies $3.00 to $3.25; 
and common to fair $2.00 to $3.00. 
Good to choice butcher cows $2.50 to 
$3.00; common to medium $1.50 to 
$2.25; canners and cutters 50¢ to 
$1.25; bulls $1.00 to $1.50. 

Stocker market is none too brisk, 
especially as the quality of the offer- 
ings is poor. Prices are about steady. 
Good stocker steers and heifers quot-
